PATENTS. 


To the Editor of THE ICEVIEW. 


As one interested both in tariff reform 


and patent rights I take the liberty of mak- 
ing the following observations, which were 
suggested by an editorial in your paper 
under date of the 8th iust. Prior to the 
enactment of patent laws property rights iu 
conceptions ot the mind could not be en- 
forced. Since that time such rights may be 
enforced for a limited time and under cer- 
tain conditions. A patent gives the patentee 
the right to sue, makes it possible for him 
to proUct himself against invasions of his 
rights, but does not actually give protec- 
tion. 
A manufactured article is subject to 


exclusive ownership as long as it exists, 
but the mental conception that gave the 
article existence may be held by the owner 
for 11 years only. If the article is stolen, 
the public will, through the criminal laws, 
promptly aid the owner to recover the prop-

belongs to eastern capitalists will not be 
considered worthy of any attention.. 
And 


so the understudy of the Kansas grasshop- 
per will be allowed to think that he is rich 
enough to bum his coal, and the Illinois 
farmer who votes for higher protection be- 
cause Mr. Mills is from the south, will con- 
tinue to work 14 hours a day for the few 
mutilated pennies remaining in the home 
market, and all because they cannot know 
the debt they must pay in the future. 


Now why was not the request ot the 


farmers and laborers granted? They are a 
part of this country, the best part of it. So 
far they have not taken a very large hand 
in forming national conventions, but they 
are thrones, who, after all, must pay the' 
officers' salaries. 
Men who get to be presi- 


dent and others who get to be senators are 
liable to forget that larger body of modest 
men who make their offices worth anything. 
The working people of the country have sent i 
in a request. 
It has keen 
denied. 


There is only one party in this country that 
wocld dare to make the denial. 
It some- 


times calls itself republican, and at othei 
times g. o. p. Its committee can afford to 
pay'no attention to the demands of the 
people. The farmers and the laborers got 
the wrong names to their petition. 
You 


can, pick out 8 half dozen uames In New 


• York and Philadelphia and tack them on to 
*thls petition, and then it will go through 
Congress like wild-fire. But the united de- 
mand of the farmers will have to content 
Itself with an adverse report 


There Is no donbt that the result is very 


galling to the men who have been set aside 
with «uch scant ceremony, and so republi- 
can papers In this part of the country are 
given to the Usk of making satisfactory ex- 
cuaes to the fallen petitioners. The De- 
spatch has undertaken to do its share of the 
task, or rather it expresses i(s approval of 
The Chicago Tribune's efforts in the tame 
direction.

salved he may, and probably will, gtttardy 
justice. 
The manufacturer has exclusive 


ownership iu the article as soon as it is 
produced, but the conception does not be- 
long exclusively to the inventor until lie 
has gone to the expense of obtaining a pat- 
ent. All other species of property rights 
are continuous, may be perpetuated, and 
are protected from theft wherever theft is 
possible, but the originator of a new idea, 
the proprietor of a mental conception, is 
generally permitted to pity for the privilege 
of protecting himself for a term of years, 
after which he must submit to pubHc occu- 
pation of his property. 
With this scanty 


foothold, ttiis precarious tenure, the per- 
mission of the laws to exist tor a brief 
period if they can, and notwithstanding the 
discrimination tliat gives a Digger Indian a 
surer and more permanent interest in his 
stone hatchet than it does a Bell in the tel- 
ephone conception, inventions have multi- 
plied and the country has been greatly ben- 
efitted thereby. 


The citizen of any other country may ob- 


tain a patent in the United States on the 
same terms as a home inventor, and the 
United States inventor who makes applica- 
tion for a patent in the Uuited States 
his application rejected if the invention can 
be fou«d to exist in any foreign patent or 
any other foreign publication. 


From this you will see that inventors are 


not protected in the proper meaning of the 
word, and that much less is discrimination 
made in their favor. 
To use the prosperity 


that Ijas so largely attended the efforts of 
inventors as an argument in favor of the 
policy of discrimination that goes under the 
misnomer "protection," is 
so glaringly 


illogical and so entirely unjust to inventors 
as to deserve much more than a passing 
notice. 
I hope that you will emphasize 


this point whenever occasion occurs.
